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CORBRUPTIONS OF ENGLISH JUUR~
NALISTS,

An Inglde View of the “London Times.™

Mr, Bhoell bad made the acquaintance ol
Paron Frmile o'Brlauger ot Paris, a Jewish
panker, who bhad a branch hense in Fraakforr,
eonducted by his brotoer, Rapbael d'Erlanger.
This firm was recommended by Slidell as a
suitable agency for bringing ont the loan, snd
ke contract was given them by Mr. Memmin-
ger. D'Erlanger begnn preparations for putting
W on the market in February, 1864, He desired
o jssve it In England. France, ifolland, and
QGermany at the same time, 10 dring to the Cou
federnoy the Onancial support of Burope. The
oonsiderations were political as well as financial,
He tound some difliculty, ho sever, in obimu'og
English sgents, It was offernd to other bankers,
but was rofused. He foand willing nzents at
Iast In Messrs, John Henry Schroedar & Co.
and the firm o! Messra, Lawrence, Son &
Pearce. In Livespool Messrs, Frazer, Trenholm
& Co. had been ncting 88 agents of the Con-

federacy, ond the management was placed in
therr hinds, Schroeder's sgeuts in Amserdam
mauuged it there, wiile D'lrlaneer’s branch
heuse in Fraokiort brougot 1t out in that city.
D'Erlanger himsell mampulated it in Paris,

IPErianger aud Mr. Beer, of his tirm, visited
Eugland, nnd arranged matters with Moason,
Spoeuce, and with Frazer, Trenholm & Co,, all of
whom were neting us agenis ol the Uoniedernoy,
A special agent had been appointed by the Rebel
Government to take ocharge of the losn —Uen-
eral C. J. McRuae, who was oun nls way trom
Roehmoud to Pare; but st the needs of the
Contederacy were urgent, the loan was opened
betote his arrival,

The support vr the prese was secured—all but

two or threa pavers being brought, throurh the
agency ot Mr. be Leon, Mr. Mason, aud Mr,
Bpener, o praise the Confederacy, cry down
the Umon, sod urge recozmtion by France and
England as the gurest way to put an end to the
WA,
Tne correspondence i my possession betweern
the parties opens ou the 1st of March, Mr.
Spence, sitting 1 hiz parlor in the Barlinzton
Hotel, Old Burlingion sueet, Loadon, write: to
Baron d'Erlanger, who 1 in Parcis, asking lor a
mﬁy of the coulract,

Erlanger did not place a very high estimate
on the ability of Mr. Speuce as a finsacial
manaeer; but as he was the correspondent of
the limes, and conpnercisl agent of the Con-
federscy, thonght best not to otlend him,
Spence, on the other hand, saw an opportunity
to mase mopey. A week later, on the Gth of
March, he wrote thus to D'Erlapger: —

“Yon sald something in the last mierview of
£50 000 ol the srook. Lo it had occorred to vou to
pul down 1o me that qmntity at the gross price ol
geventy-seven, I suou d be dispo ed to comdor ir,
look ma to the agvautage to all concerned ol having
2 common Interest'’

As the logn was fesued at 80, this proposal of
Mr. Bpence to take it at 77 —elving him o margin
i 18 per cent. under the contruct price—was, 1a
the language of bankers, “*a shave” jor his ser-
wices a8 correspondent of the Zimes, a traasac-
tion upon which more lght will be thrown
further oo in this history,

The loan was put upon the market on the 19th
of March. Fitteen per cent. was Lo be paid at
the viwe of subscribing, The stock was limited
1o three milllou pounds sterling ($15,000,000),
but g0 desirous were Englishmen to take 1t, that
the applications were tor £0,000,000 /$46,000,000).

Ou 1ne evening ol the 18th, Mr, Spence wrote
to D'Erlanger of 1ts success in Liverpool :(—

“Ail goed well here, The cotton trade tako it up
with sttose nteredt, avd 16 wiil como out lor laree
sums. [ applied very eariv for £20 000, and thought
1shiou d have peeu the first, but jound F—— was
before e, with (ig £100,000 You will bave a lot
of applics 10ns 1 London from the #to-gs—ihat s,
those Wuo join to sell wt the premium  Here we
bave eixss ol that kind, aud our sppiicants, ss i
Muanchester being more bona fide, will, a8 o ro e,
tako a doy or two to digvet ats merits, The niprke:
elosed here at 4j—quite bigh enouga tor tue firat
‘.’,.l!

On the next day, the 20th, Mr, Spence writes:—

*We shall very much exceed a milbon here, I
think, ¥ voon to-morrow, the politieal edset will
be enormous. 1t 8 the recogmition ol the south by
the inteiigence of Europe ™

On the 21st, congratulations were received
by D'Erlenger trom Siidell, wh was in London,

“Allow me to congratulate you,” said he “on
your magnific success. Apart irom the direct
advantages of the atlair, it cannot tail to give
Jpresiige to your honse,”

“The Emperor bimself, through the medium
el hue Chel de Cabwer,” wrote D'Erlanger to
Memwinger, “complimented usg upon the grewl
Auccesd; & prool with what interest {bne ope-
ration had becn reeeived by all (rends of toe
Bouth.”

Notwithstanding the ** intelligence of Europe”
had rusbed to secure it, bankers ol respedtu-
bility—men who prized homor and integmty
above pounds and pence—stond aloaf, for they
remem bered that Mr, Jefferson Davia, Presudent
of the slaveholding Confederacy, was a repudia-
tor. No allegation aga net him had been made
through the press, but the 7imescame to the
rescue belore the attack. On the 19th, the day
on which the loun was issued, Mr. SBampson,
editor of the city article, smd;—

“Jhose among the kughsh peoplo who are still

And again on the 28thi—

“1vere was room enough for two States on one
coptirent con d the Amerioans bot have be loved
it, Wedo not affoet to be surprised ut the coarse
shey hLgve akem, It wadk natual that a blow
should Le stiwex for the Umeoun; but all Europe
Las Joug seen that the Uanlon coula never bs re-
siored,”

That men act from motives is a npdamental
truth of morsl phbilosophy. Why tne 7Times
guve #uch carnest adavocacy to the slaveholders
may be inferred from what follows. Opening
now the correapoudence of D'Erlanger with the
Rebel Secretary of the Treasury, we read, under
uste of June 6, 1865:—

A great margin haa 1o be given to interest the
pewrpapeis  pav commissious, nnd ecaptivate the
opimone of those who 1reated too loan pud ita sup-
port as & question ol profic and loss **

And further on, in the snme letter;—

“Thauks to great peouniary sacrifioes mads, and
the support of sl neowapnoers, the subsecipiions jur
the loan surpassed our own exvectatious It renched
live times the amount of Lhe ;onu, nod suecess wade
every body trienas.””

At a laier date, J. Henry Sclroeder & Co,,
In & note murked ‘private," writea to D'Er-
langel ;—

““borthe ndvertisements in the Times, throueh
Mr. Bampeon, and ister o o the Juder coneerus
e thie pRymeny ot the coupons, we shinil do the
needinl,”

Thus, from the statement of D'Erlanger, we
learn that the Times, vpon which John Bull
pins hie taith, wes not only by sympatny, but
throvgh inerest, the novocate ol the loan and
ol the Blaveholders' Confederscy. Its Hnancinl
articies and it8 lenders were written to theorder
of D’Erianger. By the mid of the Zimes, a
Parisinu Jew, takine advantage of the exoreased
ssmpnthy forthe SBouth, by lords, members of
Parfiament, buukers, business men, and sdven-
turers, and ol the geueral gulhbility ot the
British publie, was able to sccure a subscrip.
tion ol jorty-five willion dollsrs—or thirty
million In excess of the loan! We have seen
that the Liverpoo! correspondent of the Tones
liad been quieted by a commission of £6500
($490,000)—not for services rendered, but, as
thus explammed in D'Erianger's leiter to Men-
minger, wrilten en the 8ih ot July, 1868:—

“Wnen our lopn coulrael wis commng buok from
Awericn, this gentioman (Mr. Speuce) wanted to -
terleie o the matter, by all means, aud ciaimed a
par perstop w the coulreot of onc-sixth, nuder too
pretanse that Le wa+ the tinancial agent of the Con-
truerute Government in Eugiaoo, sod that our
mekiog tho loan bud put b ont of business wiach
be might otverwise Lhave trasencied Lor tue south,
We knew tiat Mr Spence wrote fiequent.y for the
Tymes. that as a public writer he could ao n great
deal of hurm it nol any good, We sncooeded in es-
CRping 018 Iirusion, and wien 1 had made arrange-
ments to bring ous the loan ju Eur and, 1 tollowed
Lis myligtion 1o wrange naiters with him in Liver
niol, and went down tnere mysoll. 1 pave biw
£50 000 01 tie loan at sevent) -seven, takiug them
pack at minety, which gave him a comussion as
profit ot L6500 "

These extracts from D'Erlanger’s correspon-
dence will sbow that the London Zimes was In
the service and pay or Jeti, Davis duriug the
Rebellion,

On the evenlpg cof the 23d, Lord Camphell
called up the American question 1n Parhininent,
meking & speech in Javor of recommzing the

Conlederacy. He gpoke o1 the remursanle suc-
cess of the loan us a proct tuat the Enghish pub-
lic was resaay 10 aid the South, The loan being
thug bolstered, went up to lour aud & halt per
cent. premiu.

Mr. McHae having arrived in France, there
was 4 meeting ol distineuished Rebels in Paris
on the 4th ol June, at D'lirlanger’s banking-
nouse, Maoson, Slijell, L.J. C, Lamsr—who
had been purchasing supplies in Londoa for the
Con‘ederucy—and Meliue, all were present,
The obiect of the meeting was to consider the
financisl condition o1 the Col'ederute Govern-
went in Burepe, The total debts of the Con-
lederucy sbroad for canunon, arms, ships, and
supphes, at that time, were put wcown at
£1,741,000 ($8,706,000). *“At the same time,"
reaas the correspondence, “‘Ermile d'Erlanger
& Co, lurnished the meeting with o foll state-
went concermng the loan, According 1o which
£1,8560,000 ($9,260,000) of the louu ¥ in circula-
won, o pait ot which i=full paid, haviog been
-.»ub::.-l:‘lbm;. for by tne credicors of the Govern
menl,

The balance of £1,500,000 was in thg hands of
D Erlauger tor disposal. In o leder wu two
dazs luter, on the 6th, by D'Erlauger to Mem-
minger, we learn how there happened 1o be #o
levee an amwouxnt ol the stock on band. Uniavor-
avle pews Irom America cansed w leeling ol
uneasiness, acd speculative holders began to sell
ut deprecinied rates,

YAn arraugement,” soys D'Erlanger, ‘“‘was
thercupon eutered into with uson, and
Leartily approved by Mr. Shdell, whieh enabled
g 10 buy 1or the Governmi nt £1,000,000 of the
stock; but so epger was the upccuiutum that this
daid not suffice, and the sum had to be extended
to £1,500,000, Tols operation had its effect, and
berter lmlugs halped Lthe marker.”

On the 18th o1 June McRae wrote to D’Er-
longer aeharp letter, chuigme him with “un-
authonzea proceedings.” IYErianger was play-
ing & good game lor himself,

“These important modincations of the con:
tract,” wroie McEae, “*have in every case inured
to the benetit o1 the contractors.”

“D’Erlan ger replied on the same day, sayvihg:—
“The operation (the repurchuse ol the stock)
was nol conducted on any scitish ground, but
for the pohticnl teeling atimched to the loan.”
It made po difiererce to I'Erlanger whether
ne boueght er vold on Government account,
#0 lopg 88 he recewved his commissions, He
oblected, however, to receiving the full amount
of li;" commission n bonds; he must bave part
Cakl,

“*We should,” wrote he, “‘be nnderloo heavy
nnoutlny if we had t- take the $150,000 com-
misgion 1 bonde,” This corumigeion, therciore,
up to the 16th ot June, 1808, had reached the
nice little sum ol $750,000.

v Erlunger, baviog disposed of the stock 1o
rood advaniage, was goxions to bring out &
second losn on (he sume terms, loa letter
written to Memminger on the 8th of July, we
End out what those terms were,

“We are ready,” sald be, **to meke ¢ new loan
contrget, takiog exactly the terms of the old
contruct, and engaging to divide with wthe Goy-
ermnment the profits o be realized, between the
rate of 77 and the lesue price,”

The losn then on the murket was fssued at 90,
which giwve DVErlapger s commi slon oi 13 per
cent., & portion ol which, doubtirss, went into
the pocket of Siidell, I'Erlsnger was feartul
that ihe success of the Yoan wonid bring nropos
exls f1vm other bankine houses, “We wialh,"
suld he, *bat vae circomsiance of our pames

The American people, doublless, care very

little who among Bebel ageats and manipolators
o! the loan, or who of tue boadholders mado or
Jort money, and I pass over the detalls of the
interesting correspondence, That D'Erlangex
maunaged 1t shrewdly for big own benelit s very
evident. He ebarged interest, commission, and
excharge on all the stock passing throneh his
handes, In the transaction, £140,000, ratsed ffom
the snle ol bénds, was set nwac ne ‘‘caation
money”’ by Mazon and Blidell who wiraed, for
polities] coasaerations, to keep the stock at
par. D'Erianger charged commission on_the
repurchase of th's stock. aithough he held
it in his own name, and regmvea interé<t on
the san.e. McRae wae not then in Borope, but
ppon arrivine he reiused to ranfy the act of
Musgon wsud Blidell, bat made n proposition to
D'Erlanger that the banker ahould place
£704,600 of unsold siock. 1t is not stated what
commission he was to receive, The agreement
was verbnl, and D'Erlanger was to forfeit
£140,000 ir the stock was not placed at the end
of six months. The months rolled awiy, and
the stock was not placed, and DP'Erlanzer, in
stead of paying his forteiture, held on to the
£140,000 o1 cantlon money, and helped bimeelf
to the interest from Government funds in bis
hunde., McHae had no tedress except to appenl
to Memmingzer, D'Erianger wrote s honeved
letter to the Rebel Serretary of the Treasary,
and offered o ‘“‘ecompromise” by giving up
one-hal', MeRae fiunally accepted terms from
D'Erlanger. What they were |s no stated, but
McREae writes a doleful letter to the banker,
saying that he (8 afraid Memminger and Davis
will censure bim., DErlanger seems to have
vound MoRae round mas finger at wrll,

Schroeder & Co. were in the “ring" with D'Er-
luneger, and received commigsion and brokerage
on the entire amount of the loan, £3,000,000,
D'Brianger, Bahroeder, and McRae each took
£60,000 of stock o the “Fraaco-English Steam
Nawvigation Company,” which was to bring out
cotton on Government acceunt, D'Hrlanger
fixed the date of 1ssuing the bonds, and Eius
brought sndvantage to bimself, Among che pay-
ments made throngia Mr, Ma=on were £565,000 to
Captein Crenshaw, £26,000 (o Captain North,
£35,000 to Coptuin Maury, £31,000 o Oaplain
Bullcck and Mr, Spence. A por fon of these
sums went into the hands of the Lairds for the
roms which they were building, [saac Camps
bell & Co. received £515,000 ($2,576,000). Tais
firm took £i60,000 of the losu, Bonds to the
amounnt of £117,000 were converted into cotion,
It appears that D'Erlanger endeavored to sweep
these iuto s drag-net, ana obtam commission
and brokerage wholly unanthorized,

Simce_ the close of the war the British holders
of the losn have called upon D’Erlanger [or an
acconnt of his operations, but can obtain no
eatiefaction, They buve desputehen an agent to
the United States, appealing 1o tne magnanunity
ol the Feaeral Government foran aajusiment
ard puyment ol their claoms.  Soch insolent
andacity has been promptly rebukes by Mr.
Seward. Marvelloustheirstupidity nud effrontery
—10 68k pay for the coals on which fhey souznt
to roast us, for the rope thal was to strangle the
young giant of the West, whose growth they had
behelo with alarm, and whose power they feared |
As i evident trom the correspondence in my
pogcesslon, the whole scheme was well contrived
and maopipulated by Slidell and D'Erlanger for
the benetit of themselve-, and also of Campbeil
& Co., Schroeder & Co., Speuce, the Lairds, and
McRae, who, by the sid of the Loudon Times,
and “all the papars,” were able to fleece the
English ari=tocracy out ot fifteen mallion dollars,
